In Victoria North, D. McQuarrie, 
Cons., was returned by the small un- 
official majority of 22 votes over 
Willian’ Newman, Liberal, who was

Very Name Brings Thrill 
to Every Schoolboy in 
Empire

LONDON, Oct, 31—To every schoo) 
boy with British blood the very name 
of the Northwest Passage brings a 
thrill, Some of the most interesting 
pages in thé Rehool historv books deal 
With the efforts of English navigators 
like Frobisher and Gilbert and Hud- 
son to find a Northwest Passage to 
India, or to the Kast, as ao reply to the 
Portuguese and the Spaniards, who 
had been the first to sail around ibe 
Cape of Good Hope and across the 

Atlantle to the Pacific, 

Amundsen made his way through 
the Passage 25 years ago, and the 
news has just reached London of 
three commercial ships of the Hud- 
son's Bay Company having made the 
voyage between them, ‘The steamer 
Baychimo started from Vancouver 
and forced the Passage by way of the 
Behring Straits. The Fort James, a 
schooner of only 150 tons, sailed from 
Montreal in the summer of last year 
She wintered in Cockburn Bay, Baffin 
Land, from November until April, and 
forced the Passage this summer. The 
Baychimo, on reaching Cambridge 
Bay, had joined the Fort MacPherson 
a very small vessel which is perman- 
ently stationed in the Arctic as a 
Supply ship for the fur posts, The 
Fort MacPherson and the Fort James 
met at King William's Land.

MONTREAL, Océ, 3l.—'The Mont- 
real Gazette publishes today the fol- 
lowing special despatch from Ottawa: 

“Two applications have been re- 
celved by the department of trade and 
commerce from United States ship- 
ping interests for the suspension again 
this fall of the coasting law to enable 
vessels registered in that country to 
lake grain to a Canadian port for 
winter storage. 

“These applications, it is under- 
stood, have been forwarded to the 
board of grain commissioners, now at 
the head of the lakes, and it will be 
for that body to determine whether or 
not the applications shall be granted, 

"The first step would be for the 
grain bourd to call a public hearing, 
and on the instructions recently given 
by the minister, Hon. James Malcolm 
every opportunity will be given to 
those opposed to such suspension of 
the coasting law to make thelr repre- 
sentation to the bourd, It is reported 
that the present minister is not favor- 
ably disposed towards such suspen 
sion, while, on the other hand, it ts 
reported that the wheat pool will in- 
sist upon every provision for the stor. 
age of a crop that is still moving to 
the market rather tardily

The Ontario elections were surely de- 
cisive enough to satisfy all parties con- 
cerned, The two opposition groups were 
simply shot to pieces, and the Government 
goes back into power with a fifteen per 
cent increase in a majority that was al- 
ready larger than was either necessary or | 
publicly desirable. 

So far as. the liquor question affected 
the result, the Government has a clear ex- 
pression of approval for having abolished 
prohibition and opened jiquor stores; and 
that seems to have.been the most warmly 
discussed issue in the contest. The Lib- 
eral leader wanted a plebiscite, and the 
Progressive would restore prohibition, 
They finished in that order, a long way in 
the rear, 

It may be surmised that the really de- 
cisive factor was the fact that the Govern- 
ment had an administrative record with 
which not much fault was found, except in 
details. It had also the advantage of 
championing a constructive policy—-whose 
rhetorical proportions grew with the pro- 
gress of the campaign. To the making of 
promises there was no limit, and Premier 
Ferguson has not. many rivals in that 
branch of production, 


EDMONTON AT WORK 


“Manchester at work” is the title of a 
large and excellently prepared pamphlet, 
issued by the Civic Week Committee of 
that enterprising English city, and which 
is now being distributed through the mails 
to points as far distant as Edmonton, The 
booklet is packed with information rela- 
tive to the manufacturing and the com- 
mercial activities of Manchester, and is 
kept sufficiently free of direct advertising 
effort to be very readable, The purpose, 
as explained in the preface, is to make 
Manchester known to its inhabitants— 
and to people elsewhere as well. 

Something less pretentious along the 
same line would be appropriate as a “‘fol- 
low up” of the recent “produced in Al- 
berta” fair held in Edmonton, That | 
event showed that there was need of | 
making Edmontonians acquainted with | 
the industrial production that: is carried 
on in their own city. It showed also that 
the public are entirely willing to make 
this acquaintance; they flocked to the ex- 
hibition in thousands, and demonstrated a 
keen interest in what they saw. A publi- 
cation vatterned on the Manchester model 
would help to make permanent, and of 
permanent value to the city and its indus- 
tries, the favorable impression that was 
thus created. 


A SURFACE DISTURBANCE 


“Mob panic was the real immediate 
cause of the break; any real courage could 
have minimized it.” The head of the 
largest financial statistical organization 
in Canada thus characterizes the mad 
orgy of selling that swept the stock mar- 
kets of the continent on Tuesday. 

The real value of stock is fixed by its 
present actual earning power, Any price 
in excess of that is speculative. Specula- 
tive values are fixed by the collective 
opinion of buyers as to what the stock 
will be worth some time in the future, 

What apparently happened on Tues- 
day is that a multitude of holders went 
into hysteria, decided that their holdings 
were not worth the speculative prices 
they had paid, and threw the stocks on the 
market to be sold for what they would 
bring. ‘The inevitable followed. When 
sellers compete prices go down. 

But the real values of the stocks af- 
fected were the same Tuesday night as 
they were a week ago. Their earning 
power had not vanished. The collapse 
was not in their intrinsic worth, but in the |

dreams of speculative buyers as to what 
they might be worth at some future time. 
The crash was not economic; it was men- 
tal. 

There is nothing the matter with in- 
dustrial and commercial conditions in 
Canada—or in the United States. These 
are based upon real production, actual 
trade and earned profits. The explosion 
of speculative values placed upon securi- 
ties is only the bursting of bubbles. ‘The 
current of business flows on, and will 


continue to flow.

POLITICS UN CIVIC AFFAIRS 


Editor, Bulletin: 

Some discussion has taken place 
recently, and is still going on, regard- 
ing the activities of political parties 
in municipal affairs. The activity of 
the Labor party is the main cause of 
the opening up of the discussion, but 
it must be admitted that the average 
citizen is of the opinion that the 
other parties are not blameless in this 
regard.

LONDON, Oct, 31.--The House of 
Commons last night adopted an 
amendment for appointment of a com- 
mittee to report on the possibility of 
abolition of capital punishment, 

When debate opened on a private 
member's resolution for abolition of 
the death penalty, Right Hon. John 
R. Clynes, secretary for home affairs, 
expressed government sympathy with 
the idea, but sald the question of an 
alternative to such punishment was 
the rock on which all projects for 
abolition had split. 

He agreed with the amendment 
finally adopted for study of the mat- 
ter, which he hoped might lead to 
some practical result, In the course 
of the discussion Lady Astor express- 
ed great disappointment in the at- 
titude of the minister, She had 
broken a ten-year custom earlier yes- 
terday by appearing at the afternoon 
session without a hat, as most of the 
other women have done regularly, 

The government communicated to 
both miners and mine owners Its pro- 
posals for dealing with the coal prob- 
lem, under a strict pledge of secrecy, 
until Right Hon. Willlam Graham, 
president of the board of trade, makes 
a statement on the subject before the 
Commons today.

“Ever since she left him, she wrote 
regularly to me every week, and I 
was kinda hoping that she and the 
kids were golng to come back w me 
soon," 

“Three years ago I left her in Van- | 
couver, to build up a home there in| 
the Peace country and I was just 
getting on my feet—-

All during the war, and IT was eleven 
when it started, I wondered if I should 
have been « conscientious objector had 
I been a man, I never quite decided, 
because I told myself if I were a man 
then naturally I should have a diffter- 
ent nature, and that manly nature 
might have liked war, But, as things | 
were, L felt I should rather suffer 
prison than take part in man- 
slaughter,

what the noise meant 

But as I grew up I saw the war 
had left its mark on me. For instance, | 
I never joined the Girl Guides, the 
British equivalent of the Girl Scouts 
The uniform put me off, It seemed 
so military. Some of my classmates 
were Girl Guides, though, and through 
then I learned that the organization 
was not so military as it appeared, | 
But I never got over that original 
perjudice, ‘That is why I wrs so pleas- | 
ed to see the pretiy new preen uni- 
forms of the Girl Scouts I m +t in Wash- 
ington. 

When T went, to college I jointed the 
League of Nations Union, attended its 
lectures and socials and worked for jt 
until I left college, 

Work For Women 

I believe women can do an enorm- 
ous amount of work for peace in 
small ways. L think it up to women 
all over the world to teach thelr 
children and to tell their friends what 
war really is, That would insure peace 
psychology 

The young people of the United 
States and of Great Britain, girls 
and boys younger than myself, may 
not be able to remember or visualize 
war, There ts # danger, when they ; 
have grown to be women, that they 
might come to feel war is inevitable, 
or when they have grown to be men, 
thal war is an exciting interlude in 
a humdrum existance, They must be 
made to realize that at the end of a 
war people have to come together to 
reach a settlement, have to sit down 
at a table with a terrible wall of 
bitterness between them, have to try 
lo come to a satisfactory peace treaty, 
after bloodshed and enmity, Why 
should not all children grow up with | 
the idea that heads of governments 
can meet at a table before going to 
war, without that wall of bitterness, 
there to clear away misunderstandings 
and differences with words? 

When two countries go to war, 
through these misunderstanding, the 
auction always is taken by two small 
handfuls of mer, the leaders of the 
governments, ‘These leaders need the 
whole of their countries behind them, 
In order to get the support of people, 
stories are manufactured to heat the 
blood of emotional listeners till they 
will support anything, under the stress 
of tense feeling. If the heads of gov- | 
ernment told the truth about the ri- | 
diculous Uttle disputes over which} 
they planned to pour out lives, no one 
would heed them! 

But, oddly enough, the manufactur- | 
ed stories vary no more one from the 
other than those devastatingly similar 
shelifish, the oysters! The same type 
of stories, appealing to sentiment by 
depicting the enemy as bloodthirsty, 
brutal people, are used, war after war, 
We who heard the stories of the World 
War will remember them.We must | 
teach our children to recognize them,
